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New health, sex instruction

(First of two articles.) 

Albany public schools are developing a’ com- 
prehensive, pioneering health education program — 
emphasizing individual responsibility and including 
sex and venereal disease instruction — for kindergar- 


ten through 12th grade. 


The scope of Albany’s new health curriculum is 
more ambitious than anything presently taught in 
Richmond, Berkeley and nearly all other school dis- 


tricts in California. 


Until now, the Albany approach has been limited to 
a seventh-grade ‘‘family living” course, with other 
related materials absorbed into the curriculums of the 
major academic subjects in the high school. 

Of course, the physical education teachers 
everywhere have always been taking time out for 
precautions against alcohol, tobacco and drugs. 

The Richmond schools’ instruction has maintained 
a similar low profile, with a separate seventh-grade 
10-day unit in only one junior high and the rest absorbed 
into the regular high school subjects. 

The Berkeley schools have taken a more aggres- 
sive stance in recent years, with a ‘‘social living” 
course covering a wide range of subjects in both the 


eighth and 10th grades. 


While meeting state requirements, none of these 
current efforts compete with the new Albany cur- 
riculum, which is the result of a ‘crash program’’ 
covering two years, with $30,000 outside financing. 

And ‘“‘traditional’’ health, sex and VD instruction 
hardly meets the wishes and desires of the State 


Department of Education. 


State Education Chief Wilson Riles recently issued 
a report alleging that specialized VD instruction has 
been ‘‘effective”’ in the state, especially in San Fran- 
cisco, Los Angeles and Santa Barbara Counties. 

While praising the programs, he admitted that, ‘‘It 
would be premature to consider the effort at establish- 
ing a statewide VD education program a complete 


success.” 


At the same time, wire services including As- 
sociated Press, were carrying stories saying that ven- 
ereal disease continues to spread in California, ‘‘. . .de- 
spite an education program that State Schools Supt. 
Wilson Riles claims is working.”’

Metals include aluminum 
(seamless cans with pop- 
tops), T.V. dinner trays and 
foil); bi-metal (cans with 
seams and poptops), steel 
(resembling aluminum but 
with a bottom that bevels 
inward), tin (all other cans) 
and metal tops (hard are tin 
and soft are aluminum) 

All glass should be sepa 
rated by color (green. 
brown or clear) with neck 
rings removed but not the 
aper labels. Some wine

Evaluator,’’ to help the 
police determine if a sus- 
ak is lying or telling the 

ruth. 


The‘ ‘PSE” has many ad-

vantages over the tradi- 
tional polygraph or ‘‘lie de- 
tector,” since the new de- 
vice does not need to be 
hooked up to the subject. 

Instead, it merely gives a 
graph reading of the sub- 
ject’s voice, either from di- 
rect responses, or by radio, 
telephone, television or tape 
transmission. 

The needle on the .PSE 
graph measures tiny tre- 
mors in the voice. 

According to Police Chief 
James Simmons, when a 
person tells the truth, the 
muscles that ‘control the 
voice are relaxed and there 
is a normal kind of tremor. 


When the subject lies, 
there is stress — uncon- 
scious and uncontollable — 
and the tremor -pattern 
changes, according to Sim- 
mons, 

The PSE examination can 
take place without a sub- 
ject’s knowledge, weeks, 
months or even years after 
his or her statement has 
been recorded. 

However, Simmons em- 
phasizes the ‘‘positive’’ as- 
pects, noting that the 
machine can quickly prove 
a suspect’s innocence, sav- 
ing the suspect and the 
police investigators a lot of 
time and trouble 

The citizens’ effort to 
raise money for the 
machine began after the Al- 
bany City Council last 


summer decided that’ 


budget restrictions did not 
allow for this expense. 
Citizen Leonard Keck, a 
retired utility company 
employe, began seeking 
private contributions.

_ There is some health and related instruction in the 
wer Berkeley grades, but it is assimilated informally 
ito the classroom routine. Pre-school teachers place 
reat emphasis on “‘brushing teeth,” etc. 
Inthe eighth grades, ‘“‘social living” starts with the 
dividuals personality and ‘“‘achieving indepen- 
mce.”’ \ 

The later subjects, most of them requiring at least 
» weeks, include “human development,” “topics 
‘lated to sex,” ‘drug use and abuse,” “family rela- 

,’ “race relations” and ‘‘youth and the law.” 

Under “human development,” Berkeley students
